If the Examiner believes certain elements are not fully illustrated in the claimsgjie 
Applicant respectfully requests greater specificity in identification of such elements so the 
Applicant can particularly point out such elements to the Examiner. 


IN THE CLAIMS 

The claims are not amended, but are repeated here for the Examiner's reference 


1. A method of providing a voltage from a DC-DC converter such that the voltage provided 
varies dependent on the current drawn from the DC-DC converter, comprising: 
sensing a current drawn from the DC-DC converter; and 

adjusting the voltage provided from the DC-DC converter such that the voltage is at a 
maximum current voltage level when the current drawn is at a maximum load current level and
